Grocery stores raising prices?

Mrs. Edith McFall of Ridley 
Park. Pa., reported Friday that 
the price of cat food has dropped 
from 18 cents a can to 17 cents at 
the store where she shops. 
“Since 
my 
cat 
is 
getting 
bigger and eating more, I'm 
appreciative of the change," she 
said. “ I buy five cans a week so 
that saves me a nickle.” 
But as to most grocery store 
prices, Mrs. McFall found less 
to be encouraged about. She 
noted occasional specials with 
lower tags but said: “This is 
just a come-on. A couple of 
weeks later they go up again.”

housewives across the nation 
remain unconvinced that their

perceptibly, a spot check by

Some shoppers reported price 
markups 
despite

Aug. 15. Many others said they 
saw little or no change. The 
government said Friday food 
prices had dropped a fraction of 
1 per cent in September 
Spokesmen for regional and 
local offices of the Office of 
E m er g en cy 
P re p a r ed n e ss 
(OEP) and the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service (IRS)—agencies 
concerned with administering 
and 
enforcing 
the 
freeze— 
generally reported prices were 
stable and compliance has been 


good 
Mrs. Dodie Logan of Marion. 
111., said some dry cereals have 
gone up 2 cents a box. a four-roll 
package of toilet tissue has 
climbed from 42 to 44 cents and 
a package of 12 hotdogs soared 
from 59 to 79 cents in the past 
month. 
“ And they swear they haven't 
changed their prices," she said. 
Mrs. Walter Folske of Min­ 
neapolis 
and 
Mrs. 
Edwin 
Hoffman of Roseville, Minn., 
agreed prices have remained 
“about the sam e." 


“ Bananas dropped from 15 to 
about 10 cents a pound but now 
are back up to 15 cents,” Mrs. 
Folske said 
Mrs. Mike Wester of Lubbock. 


Tex., said “ an 18-ounce can of 
peanut butter was 57 cents and 
now it s jumped to 67 cents.“ 
In Baltimore, Mrs. Lee Devor 
said, “ Everything seem s to be 
static. I can't think of anything 
that has gone down except eggs 
and 
chicken 
which 
change 
seasonally.”

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Lompoc will get 
no more deputies

No more manpower will be assigned to the Lompoc Sheriff ’s substation, it 
was learned this week despite reports to the contrary. 
vSheriff John ( arpenter told the Record Thursday the present compliment 
of seven deputies, one sergeant and one fulltime detective more than met 
the requirements of one deputy per 1.250 residents He said he would like to 
say more manpower would be assigned to the station, but that present 
staffing policies would not permit it. 
A few weeks ago at the outset of a campaign by a group of Mission Hills 
and \ andenberg \ lllage residents for more law enforcement in county 
areas, it was reported that two more deputies would be assigned to the 
substation. 
The report was believed due to a misunderstanding George Hutson, field 
deputy for Fourth District Supervisor Francis H. Beattie, said his chief was 
under the impression that two more deputies were to be assigned to the 
substation A report to this effect was circulated from Beattie's office. 
Beattie was enroute back Irom a regional supervisors meeting in 
Monterey yesterday and could not be reached immediately for comment 
Last Wednesday. Hutson appeared at a Mission Hills Council meeting to 
reinforce the story about the two deputies. Capt 
Robert Sudlow 
commander of Sheriff forces in the North County also appeared. He told an 
audience of about 50 residents that he objected to the one deputy per 1 250 
resident formula and preferred staffing on the basis of where the heaviest 
workload historically appeared He said he had no authority however to 
alter the present policy. 
A story also circulated this week that the Sheriff was exploring the 
possibility of securing federal funds to beef up law enforcement in the 
county areas ot the Valley ( arpenter said this was not possible at this time 
Meanwhile officials of Mission Hills Community Council were in the 
process of asking the Board of Supervisors for a feasibility study or a 
reconnaisance report to determine the costs of additional law enforcement 
and optional ways of accomplishing it.

(U P I> - The 
death of a black child under the 
wheels of an unmarked police cruis­ 
er and the firebombing of a lounge 
jammed 
with 
whites 
deepened 
racial tensions Friday in this river 
city. 
Attendance dropped sharply at a 
half dozen schools and about 400 
b la c k s 
b o y c o tte d 
M em p h is 
Technical High. 
Police reported four young blacks 
set a trash fire at one school and left 
the 
b uildin g 
te llin g 
sch ool 
authorities, “ We’ll be back to bum 
the place down ” 
Five 
persons, 
including 
two 
women, were badly burned in the 
firebombing of the lounge. One man 
remained confined Friday in the 
Intensive 
Care 
Unit 
of 
Baptist 
Hospital with burns over half of his 


body. 
A 
wispy 
fog 
rose 
from 
the 
Mississippi 
during 
the 
day 
and 
washed in over the city, cutting 
visibility and complicating the task 
of weary police officers, working 12- 
hour shifts and battling to hold the 
tensions in check. 
The 
violence 
started 
Tuesday 
night following the funeral of Elton 
Hayes, a 17-year-old black youth 
who died of a crushed skull following 
a police chase. Police first reported 
Hayes had been injured when his 
vehicle crashed during the chase, 
but Dist. Atty. Gen. Phil Canale 
later said he was investigating the 
possibility of homicide. 
Twenty-three police officers have 
been relieved of their duties pending 
outcome of the investigation 
After two nights of firebombing 


and 
other 
street 
violence, 
the 
situation appeared to be quieting 
down Thursday night when a police 
car. responding to a call, struck and 
killed three-year-old Robert Reed.

Crumby 
said. 
“The 
child 
darted in front of the second car of 
one of our four-car tactical units. ” 
Cruisers have been traveling in 
“ tactical units' in order to protect 
each other in case a call leads them 
into a trouble zone. 
W itnesses said both the lead car 
and the second car were traveling 
without headlights, although both 
were displaying flashing blue lights. 
News of the child's death created 
new turmoil, and about midnight 


three firebombs were hurled into

crowded with about 60 whites. 
Fire Chief E A. Hamilton said a 
soap powder had apparently been 
mixed 
with 
the gasoline in the 
manufacture of the bombs. “The 
stuff was like napalm ,” he said.

Lounge manager Eugene Stanton 
said he was behind the bar when “ I 
heard a popping sound and people 
scream ing, and then everybody ran 
for the door.” 
Another witness, Iva Mae Sexton, 
recalled: “ All of a sudden I saw 
flam es shooting up and then the girls 
started scream ing One of them was 
clawing at her legs and she sounded 
like she was burned real bad ”

several men were sitting. When the 
bottle broke,

WASHINGTON (UPI) —A key test of federal efforts to curb alleged 
advertising excesses was set up Friday when a baking firm contested 
government charges that it makes false claim s for its products. 
In its reply to Federal Trade Commission (FTC) accusations. ITT 
Continental Baking, Inc., Rye, N.Y., acknowledged that its Wonder Bread 
may be no more nutritious than competing brands, but it denied 
that its 
“ builds strong bodies 12 w ays” ads were deceptive. 
The firm also denied allegations that it falsely advertised Hostess Snack 
Cakes as a health food, and said fortification of the cakes with vitamins and 
iron really made it 
“a major nutritional advance. ” 
The case involves FTC attempts to expand advertising controls on three 
broad fronts, and is viewed by ad men as an important legal battleground.

There was little response some 
months ago when Ed Rodgers told 
his fellow water com m issioners that 
Lompoc should consider a spreading 
basin program on the Santa Ynez 
River. 
At least one observer said the idea 
sounded a little like Rube Goldberg, 
or 
more 
appropriately 
like 
the 
baling wire philosophy of the rural 
west of 50 years ago. Rodgers was 
undaunted 
Put simply, the spreading basin 
idea involves collecting the flood 
waters or surface flow of the river, 
impounding the water in a lagoon 
and then by a process of gravity, 
permitting the water to percolate to 
the underground. 
Rodgers was talking about water 
that would otherwise flow away to 
the ocean 


T h e 
i d e a 
m i g h t 
s e e m 
oversim plified, but it works and 
Rodgers thinks the process could 
contribute 
significantly 
to 
the 
underground 
supply 
from 
which 
Lompoc pumps its municipal and 
industrial water. 
This 
week, 
Rodgers' 
fellow 
com m issioners were of a different 
frame of mind 
They asked the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District for assistance in a 
feasibility or reconnaisance study 
on the proposal. 
The 
study 
would 
determine 
whether the city should apply to the 
State Water Resources Board for 
the right to appropriate the surface 
flow of the river, a rough idea of 
what the project would cost, who 
should pick up the tab, and what 
impact the project would have on all 
those affected 
Rodgers figures the system could 


add as much as 4,000 to 5,000 acre 
feet of good quality water annually 
to the underground supply. A more 
precise estim ate would depend on 
results of the feasibility study. 
There was no certain indication of 
whether the water district directors 
would 
agree 
to 
provide 
the 
engineering and legal assistance to 
pursue the question, but Rodgers for 
one was not concerned. 
The lagoon could be a simple 
structure made by bulldozing the 
earth into a kind of dike to contain 
the water, or a more sophisticated 
structure made of rubber that would 
collapse in a heavy flood 
He's 
talking about a dike arrangement 
that might encom pass as much as 20 
to 50 acres or more. 
The structure could be located 
directly in or near the streambed 
probably in the area of Lompoc's 
proposed River Park on the east 


edge of the city or as far east as the 
Narrows, southeast of the city.

Yellow school pencils dangerous to children 


Lyndon 
Johnson

released his memoirs, and 
we learn from them much 
that we expected to see 
confirmed, and some things 
- as publishers always hope 
- that are surprising. Mr 
Johnson has released only 
the beginning of the story he 
intends to tell, but it is itself 
fascinating. 
He confesses 
that 
President Kennedy's 
trip to Texas was done for 
purely political purposes. 
And he divulges the reason 
why 
he. 
Vice 
President 
Johnson, was getting along 
especially 
poorly 
with 
Senator Yarborough, which 
s t r a i n e d 
r e l a t i o n s h i p 
resulted in the celebrated 
i n c i d e n t 
of 
M r. 
Yarborough’s declining to 
participate directly in the 
motorcade, on D-Day Minus 
One. 
greatly 
aggravating 
th e 
P r e s i d e n t 
who se 
purpose 
in 
traveling 
to 
Texas was to stitch together 
a 
m a j o r i t y 
f o r 
t h e 
lorthcoming 
election 
of 
1964. 
W hy 
w a s 
S e n a t o r 
Yarborough angry w ith Vice 
President Johnson? On such 
trivia empires hang. Well — 
the memoirs confide — it 
was 
this 
simple. 
When 
Kennedy asked Johnson to 
run 
with 
him 
as 
Vice 
President. 
Johnson asked 
him 
a 
couple of 
direct 
questions. For one thing, 
Johnson wanted to know 
w hether 
Kennedy 
was 
m e r e l y 
m a k i n g 
a 
sentimental gesture, of the 
kind needed to glue together 
the 
entire 
Democratic 
coalition No. Kennedy said 
- as we learn from Johnson 
he, 
Kennedy, 
truly 
believed 
that 
sentiment 
aside, Johnson’s position on 
the ticket would probably 
m e a n 
t h e 
d i f f e r e n c e 
between victory and loss. 


At which point — one 
gathers 
from 
his 
own 
narrative — Johnson, rather 
than fall on his knees and 
say something on the order 
of. 
Whither 
thou 
goest, 
John, thither also will go 
thy servant Lyndon, said. 
Jack, one thing. If you make 
it to the White House, the 
usual 
rule 
on 
Federal 
a p p o i n t m e n t s 
will 
be 
suspended 
Normally, 
a 
President checks in with 
Senators from the state in 
which he is making Federal 
appointments. In this case, 
you are to check not merely 
with Senator Yarborough, 
but with me — Lyndon — 
your Vice President. Okay? 


Okay, said Kennedy. 
Senator Yarborough, Mr. 
Johnson 
tells us, 
deeply 
resented this extraordinary 
arrangement 
The outrage 
will be shared by other 
s e n s i t i v e 
p o l i t i c a l 
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creatures, 
whose feelings 
are 
sensitized 
to 
the 
iniquities 
imposed 
by 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
on 
the 
Federal system. 
It transpires that the very 
last 
words 
spoken 
to 
Johnson by Kennedy on that 
tragic day were, “ Were 
going to carry two states 
next year if we don't carry 
any others: Massachusetts 
and Texas. ” 
Mr. Johnson explains the 
meaning of this remark: 
Jack 
Kennedy 
had 
no 
reason, 
in 
November of 
1963, to take for granted his 
reelection. 
His 
national 
r a t i n g s 
w e r e 
extraordinarily 
low 
In 
Texas in a popularity poll 
taken a few weeks before 
his disastrous visit there, he 
had 
gotten 
a 
r ati ng 
spectacularly low. sharply 
contrasting with the rating 
given to Governor Connally, 
who rode with Mr Kennedy 
on the fateful ride. 
Mr. Johnson tells us that 
Mr. Kennedy’s popularity, 
at least in Texas, was the 
result of 
several 
things, 
including the Bay of Pigs 
(Texans do not like to lose 
warsi, the fiscal situation 
( T e x a n s 
t en d 
to 
be 
conservative 
on 
money- 
matters), 
and 
the 
civil 
rights 
question 
(Texans 
were opposed to the Civil 
Rights 
Bills, 
which 
Mr. 
Kennedy 
had 
begun 
to 
push». 
And then Johnson 
goes on to say that the very 
good mood of the President, 
on November 22nd, 
1963. 
was the result of his feeling 
that the enthusiasm of the 
crowds gain said the polls. 
Whence the statement that 
he felt he could count on 
Texas the next time around. 


All of which, elaborately, 
reminds us of something we 
have not dwelt much upon 
during the last eight years, 
even as if to do so would be 
profane. 
It is this: 
that 
President Kennedy was not 
all that popular. 
Shortly 
before 
he 
died. 
Time 
m a g a z i n e 
was 
openly 
speculating on the question 
whether President Kennedy 
would or wouldn’t succeed 
in 
bea ti ng 
C a n d i d a t e 
Goldwater. Look magazine 
was not able to recall an 
issue which circulated post- 
Dallas. the lead article of 
which asked the question: 
Can Kennedy Win in 1964? 


In other words, it was an 
o p e n 
q u e s t i o n . 
T h e 
knowledge of that simple 
dat um 
does 
much 
to 
illuminate 
the 
recen t 
history of the United States, 
so greatly obscured by the 
prevalent superstition that 
Mr. 
Kennedy 
was 
as 
unbeatable as King Arthur 
at 
his 
prime. 
It 
was 
o t h e r w i s e . 
Now 
t he 
detractors of Mr. Kennedy 
spring up — not from the 
Right, but the Left. And the 
revisionist season is with 
us. That, of course, was 
inevitable. 
One 
supposes 
that eight years is a decent 
interlude. Even so. one feels 
just a little regret. Impeach 
King Arthur! One listens to 
the arguments, 
perforce; 
but sadly.

Initiation ot a work furlough program for 
Santa Barbara County jail prisoners “ at 
the earliest practical date’ 
is being 
recommended 
by 
the county 
administrator’s office. 
County supervisors have just been told 
by Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson it is felt — after a careful analysis 
of all factors — that the program should be 
tested “ on a limited scale basis“ at the 
very least to “ precisely ascertain its local 
feasibility.“ 
While the $3.2 million new county jail in 
Goleta Valley was programmed to include 
a work furlough section, it has been found 
that neither the new jail nor any other 


county detention facility can handle the 
proposed 
new 
program 
without 
a 
remodeling project. 
It is now felt the initial program should 
utilize the County Honor Farm near the 
new jail as the base of operations and 
remodeling work as needed be authorized 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter would be 
designated 
as 
work 
furlough 
administrator. He would be authorized 
under the recommendation to augment his 
staff by the addition of four correction 
officers and one account clerk. 
The possibility is seen that the county 
could benefit during first year funding, at 
least, from utilization of the Federal

Patrols of this sort are not paid, but 
serve out of concern for the welfare of the 
community. 
Citizens in the county areas, particularly 
Mission Hills have been adamant in 
appealing for more law enforcement. Last 
Monday they delivered a petition with the 
signatures of 400 residents asking for more 
deputies and closer patrols of the county 
areas. 
Dorothy McEntire, one of the group’s 
leaders said residents were concerned that 
the manpower of the substation might be 
unable to cope with police problems 


simultaneously in the Jalama Beach area 
and in Mission Hills or Vandenberg Village. 
Sudlow and Hutson told the community 
council that backup forces could be brought 
from Santa Maria or even from Solvang 
and that the Highway Patrol and Lompoc 
Police Department were always ready to 
step in in an emergency.

many high school kids drive 
through the line and identify 
with him? 
"Certainly the kids at risk 
are not the greatest athletes 
in the world and they are not 
playing

irrelevant.

frequently 
these 
drug 
education 
programs 
tell 
kids where to get what they 
are looking for We have a 
group of kids at risk and I

advanced weather satellite 
leaves the United States 
without 
nighttime 
cloud 
watching coverage for at 
least several more months. 
The new weather eye was 
destroyed Thursday when 
its Delta Rocket rammed it 
back 
into 
earth 's 
atmosphere because ot a 
control system failure after 
successfully propelling it 
into a preliminary orbit 200 
miles high. 
The $10.5 million failure 
was the first in 22 weather 
satellite launchings dating 
back to I960. It was the 
space 
agency’s 
second 
unsuccessful launch in 12 
unmanned space shots this 
year. 
David S. Johnson, director 
of 
the 
National 
Environmental 
Satellite 
Services for the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Agency (NOAA). said the 
weather service still has 
two 
older 
satellites 
operating. 
But 
their 
cam eras 
can 
only 
photograph cloud cover in 
daylight. 
In addition to daylight 
cameras, the new improved 
Tiros operational satellite 
(ITOS) 
carried 
infrared 
radiation sensors to scan 
clouds at night. Two other 
NOAA 
satellites 
were 
equipped to watch cloud 
development at night, but 
both failed earlier this year 
Johnson 
said 
in 
a 
telephone interview from 


Washington that the loss of 
nighttime 
coverage 
is 
particularly important at 
this time of the year in the 
Northern 
Hemisphere 
where daylight is shorter 
than in the summer time. 
"This 
means 
as 
we 
approach the shortest day of 
the year in the Northern 
Hemisphere in December, 
we see less and less of the 
Northern Hemisphere with 
our television cameras on 
the old satellites," he said. 
Johnson said NOAA could 
have another ITOS ready for 
launch 
in two or three 
months, 
but

Cutting out 1,500 small 
pieces of diam ond-shaped 
wood m ight not seem like a 
relaxing 
hobby 
to 
most 
people. 
It 
takes 
several 
hours of precision work to 
insure that each one is the 
sam e. For Donald W agner 
of 
232 
S. 
7th 
St., 
this 
seem ingly 
tedious 
chore 
results in som e im pressive 
pieces of furniture. 
Stationary 
card 
tables, 
wall hangings, chess tables, 
picture fram es, m agazine 
racks and book shelves are 
m ade by W agner The inlaid 
wood pattern that he uses 
for m aking some of these 
item s was passed on to him 
from an 
82-year-old 
c a r­ 
penter in Wisconsin, Mr. 
and Mrs. W agner s home 
state. 
W agner uses several steps 
to create the correct optical 
illusion pattern for a wall 
hanging. Walnut, cherry and 
ash are chosen because of 
their contrasting colors and 
grains. 
The contrasts of 
these three kinds of wood 
produce 
a 
pattern 
that 
m akes it difficult to tell 
which is the top of the block 
and which is the bottom. 
The pattern alters accor­ 
ding to the position of the 
viewer. 
The first step involves the 
cutting of 500 pieces each of 
the three kinds of wood. 
Q uarter-inch board is used. 
It is planed, cut into strips 
and then into the correct 
size diamond. 
Wh e n 
W a g n e r 
f i r s t 
started this project, he was 
taking an Adult Education 
Class in woodworking. He 
took a lot of heckling from 
som e of his class m em bers. 
One person asked him if he 
were 
hand-making 
wood 
chips for his yard The reply 
is censored. 
In 
the 
next 
step, 
the 
pieces are mounted on an 
a d e q u a t e 
b a c k i n g 
of 
plywood. 
A ccording 
to 
W agner, it is im portant that 
not too large an area is 
worked on at one tim e. 
After about an hour, the 
pattern produces a semi- 
cross-eyed effect which can 
result in m ajor m istakes. 
Before gluing the pieces 
to the backing, Wagner runs 
his fingers and eyes over 
each piece to make sure 
that the grain is going the 
right way. The illusion of 
the pattern is dependant on 
this. 
When everything is 
straightened out, the pieces 
are glued down. 
A walnut border is put 
around the patterned m aze 
When the glue is fully dried, 
the entire surface is sanded 
smooth. W agner says the 
sanding is the longest part 
of the job; you can literally 
work your fingers to the 


bone 
For the finale, an antique 
oil finish is applied. W agner 
used to use polyurethane, 
but finds that this new finish 
m akes the top sm oother. He 
claim s that it is easier for 
an am ateur to work with. 
The finish is put on, sanded, 
finished again and sanded as 
m any tim es as necessary 
until 
the 
surface 
is 
as 
smooth as W agner wants. 
The end result is a beautiful 
piece of art. 
W agner has been doing 
woodwork for about a year, 
and states that it is his first 
hobby besides birdwatching. 
After 
undergoing 
back 
surgery, he had to take up 
som ething besides golf He 
enrolled in Jam es Rossi s 
Adult Education Class in 
woodworking and soon had 
som ething to pass the tim e 
while recuperating.

wife,

inlaid. 
The chess tables that he 
built for his wife s class 
consist of two chess boards 
placed on either end of a 
coffee table Wagner makes 
the table top, affixes the 
chess boards, which have 
been pieced together separ­ 
ately. and then adds the 
legs. The finished product is

Fall in Lompoc represents the height of the harvest 
season. Farm ers and field workers are trying to get the 
crops in before the frost and rains get to them. Food is one 
of the essentials of life, and these men are responsible tor 
putting it on our tables. 
Most people take it for granted that the local grocery 
store will have the vegetables that they need. This general 
assumption is not shared by the farmers. To them, farming 
is a constant gamble. Growing vegetables is a boom or bust 
deal. 
A profitable crop one year may be a disaster the next. 
Carrots were once a substantial crop in the valley. Today, it 
a man has a crop of carrots, he has a pariah on his hands. 
The produce market has an abundance of this vegetable and 
there is no need for any more. A farm er that planted 
carrots this year may have to plow an entire field at a total 
loss of work and money. 
Supply and demand, economics and a good portion ot 
sheer luck determine a product's worth. Agriculture has 
become a business with all the complexities that harass a 
man in any big industry. The idea of planking a seed in the 
ground and simply reaping the benefits is a delusion. 
Agricultural science has raised the quality and produc­ 
tivity of crops. However, there are still two things that 
scientific methods have not been able to tully control, the 
weather and certain plant diseases. Too much rain or not 
enough can be as big a problem as a microscopic virus. 
Many different crops have been grown in the valley. 
Mustard was once one of the biggest and best ot them. The 
bright yellow of the mustard used to glow against the 
variegated colors of the tlower fields. Economic consider­ 
ations have pushed most ot the mustard fields north to 
Montana. 
At one time sugar beets covered a large part ot the 
valley. For many years they reigned as the most important 
crop. The expense of producing them, however, became 
greater than the investment and today they are a relatively 
minor crop. 
Fields of lettuce, broccoli, cabbage, spinach, celery, 
carrots, endive and seed beans are part of this year's crops. 
In dry weather and wet. men can be seen working to get 
them out of the fields and into the stores. Unlike some 
businesses where a job can be put off until the time is right, 
when crops are ready, rain or shine, they must be 
harvested. 
The hayseed image that many people have of the farmer 
is unrealistic at best Making a living from the earth is a 
complex operation Quite often the gamble doesn t pay off. 
The problems that Mother Nature poses are like working 
against a stacked deck, and the results can be disastrous.

Flashback 


Unsightly ceilings 
can be repaired 


By MR. FIX 


Both unsightly and annoy­ 
ing are cracks in the ceiling. 
No amount of paint seem s to 
cover them up. Before you 
know it they have opened up 
again, just as o b v i o u s as 
ever. 
Attempting to patch them 
generally results in a lumpy 
look and no amount of paint 
will cover that up either. 
By all m eans take a stab 
at filling the cracks if most 
of the ceiling is sound. You 
will have to open the cracks 
enough to work in patching 
plaster, undercutting so that 
the crack is narrow er at the 
surface. Sand carefully so 
that the finished surface is 
absolutely smooth. 
If the cracks keep reopen­ 
ing then other m e a s u r e s 
m ust be taken. Instead of 
filling the crack, bridge it 
with the kind of tape used 
to cover seam s b e t w e e n 
sheets of plaster board. In 
some hardw ares you may 
also find patching kits made 
up of fiberglass tape and a 
compound to cover it. 
The tape is applied and a 
m astic spread over it. This 
comes in the kit, or ask your 
dealer for the m astic used 
to cover the tape used with 
plaster board. Use two coats, 


one before applying the tape, 
a n o t h e r to cover it. Then 
feather the edges with care­ 
ful sanding so that the edges 
will not show u n d e r the 
paint. 
If there are too m a n y 
cracks to repair or if the 
ceiling is bumpy and lumpy, 
then consider covering the 
ceiling with a texture paint. 
This is thick enough to cover 
cracks and hide irregulari­ 
ties. 
Texture paints are quite 
heavy but can be a p p l i e d 
with a r o l l e r . The three- 
dimensional finish is given it 
by using a sponge, broom or 
trowel. 
Another cure is to put on 
a whole new ceiling m aterial 
over the old c e i l i n g . This 
beats t e a r i n g out the old 
ceiling and replastering. A 
bad ceiling can be covered 
with a c o u s t i c a l tile. You 
have a wide variety of colors 
and surfaces from which to 
pick. 
If the old ceiling is sound 
and reasonably level you can 
cement the tile right on the 
old surface. Your dealer can 
provide instructions. Gener­ 
ally the method is the same 
as applying floor tile, laying

HOLLYWOOD — (NE A) —

out center lines and working 
from the middle of the ceil­ 
ing out to the walls. This 
allows you to use whole tiles 
over most of the ceiling and 
confines the t r i m m i n g to 
wall edges. 
If the ceiling is very rough 
and not in good shape, nail 
up one by two-inch furring 
strips first. The tiles are 
then stapled to these. 
If the old ceilings are high 
you can put in a suspended 
ceiling system. A suspended 
metal grid is put up which 
then supports tile or other 
material. For this you need 
plenty of head room.
